NEW YORK STILL IN 


THROES OF PANIC 


Excitement Over Progress of Great 


Wave of Crime Against Women 


and Girls Unabated. 


New York, August 5.—The fact 


that yesterday mob vengeance held 
sway and lynching was narrowly 
averted, has added to the serious- 
ness of the situation in this city 
caused 
by the recent 
remarkable 


series of crimes in which women and 
young girls are the victims. 


The mob attacks reveal a state of 


public 
exasperation 
approaching 


frenzy, which, it is feared may easily 
lead to serious disorder. 
Prompt 


action by the police alone saved two 
men accused on Sunday, from sum- 
mary justice, especially in the case 
of George Kestner, a Russian book 
binder, around whose neck a mob 
had tied a rope when the police 
reached the scene in force. 
It is 


noteworthy that the other man at- 
tacked, Louis Conconela, was inno- 
cent of any attempt at crime, and in- 
dicates how readily a mistake can be 
made in time of public excitement. 


The police are making every effort 


to give protection and one. thousand 
plain clothes men have been scattered 
about the city, particularly in the 
congested quarters, the scene of most 
of the assaults. 


Nagro Urges Southern Methods. 
The first organized body to take 


up thei question is the Central Feder- 
ated union, which has appointed a 
committee to call on the mayor with 
a demand that he take action that 
will stop the attacks on children. It 


was stated that if the city authori- 
ties do not quickly stop the crimes. 
Governor Hughes will be appealed 
to. 
A negro delegate spoke at the 


meeting at which the committee was 
appointed, in praise of the "quick 
justice" of the south. This is signifi- 
cant of the feeling that exists in 
some quarters. 


Late last night the police re- 


ceived news of another attack. It oc- 
curred in the suburb of Richmond 
Hill. 
Jennie Smith, 22 years old, 


was attacked by two men while on 
her way home. Her screams brought 
assistance and one of the assail- 
ants was captured. 


Dies as Result of Riot. 


One man died today as the result 


of race riots which started yesterday 
over a ten-cent bet on a ball game. 
The dead man is John McCue, a ne- 
gro, who was badly beaten in the fight 
with the whites. More than a score 
of persons are recovering today from 
the injuries received in the riot. 


No further disorders as the result 


of outbreaks of mob vengeance on the 
assailants of women and children were 
reported early today. 
Many parents 


are keeping their 
children 
indoors 


while in the east side, where Katie 
Tietschler was maltreated and mur- 
dered, the thousands of children who 
play in the streets 
are under

made for renewals of licenses. 


The license under which Kennedy 


Is now operating expires tomorrow 
and he can not go before the board 
of commissioners 
again for thirty 


days, and It is likely that he will re- 
sort then to the scheme practiced by 
other saloon men who conduct ques- 
tionable resorts by having a bar- 
tender or some of his friends make 
the application. 


^Immorality is charged against Ken- 


nedy and the remonstrance is signed 
by Mellville A. Mason, 'George I. 
Cooper and 0. E. Mohler. Since May 
13, 1906, it is charged that Kennedy 
has ~>een convicted five times of In- 
fractions of the law.

IS DEAD HflED 


' ILtlESS 


Former Attorney General 


of State—Participated 


in Noted Affairs. 


Indianapolis, 
Aug. 
5.—Alonzo 


Green Smith, former lieutenant gov- 
ernor and attorney general of Indiana 
and one of. the best known democrats 
in the 
state, died today 
of heart 


trouble. 


He was born September 6, 1S4S, on 


a farm in Meigs county, Ohio, and 
came to Indiana when nineteen years

old, 
settling at North Vernon, Jen- 


nings county, where in 1S6S, he was 
admitted to the bar. 
His education 


was obtained in the common schools 
of Ohio, supplemented with a partial 
course at Franklin college, Ohio. He 
entered into the practice of law and 
also into politics, soon coming to be 
recognized as a leader of the demo- 
cracy of his county. In 1SS4 he was 
elected to the Indiana state senate 
from the counties of Jackson and Jen- 
nings and served in the sessions of 
1555 and 1S87, acting as president in 
the latter session. 
At the session of 


1SS9 
he was elected secretary of the 


senate. 
In 1830 he was electee! at- 


torney general of Indiana and served 
from November 22 of that year to No- 
vember 21, 1892 and in 1892 was re- 
elected for another term of two years. 


When first elected to the office of 


attorney general he removed to this 
city, which, since that time, has con- 
tinuously been his home. 


It was as president of the senate of 


1SS7 
that Green Smith sprang into 


state prominence. 
General Manson 


had resigned the office of lieutenant 
governor to accept the place as minis- 
ter of Mexico. The republicans in 
1556 held that there had been a va- 
cancy in the office of lieutenant gov- 
ernor which should be filled by elec- 
tion, and the late Col. R. S. Robert- 
son, of Fort Wayne, was placed on 
their ticket and elected. 
When the 


senate organized Senator Smith was 
elected president of that body. 
He 


refused to recognize Colonel Robert- 
son's title to the lieutenant-governor- 
ship by virtue of which he would be 
also presiding officer of the senate. 
A strenuous contest followed. Smith, 
backed by the democratic majority, 
resisted Robertson's claim and riot- 
ous scenes followed. Colonel Robert- 
son declined to go to the length of at- 
tempting to take the seat by force, 
though urged to do so, preferring as

Woman Who 
Swallowed 


Carbolic Acid Satur- 


day is Dead. 


Mrs. 
Hattie Lehr died at 6:50 


o'clock this morning at her home, 450 
East Lewis street, from the effects "of 
a dose of carbolic acid which she swal- 
lowed Saturday morning in an attempt 
to end her life after having wandered 
into the field opposite the state school 
for feeble-minded youth. 


Mrs. Lehr's age was 
57 years, 6 


months and 13 days, and she was the 
wife of Charles Lehr, a railroad en- 
gineer. As has been previously stated, 
domestic difficulty appears 
to 
have 


been the cause which impelled Mrs. 
Lehr to seek death in suicide. Hus- 
band and wife had not been living to- 
gether for some weeks, but he was at 
her bedside when death intervened. 
Only the fact that the poison swal- 
lowed by the woman was but a 50 per 
cent solution of carbolic acid averted 
fatal consequences much earlier. 


The suffering woman was removed 


from Hope hospital to her home early 
Sunday morning in compliance with 
her wishes, and while she was appar- 
ently considerably improved, physi- 
cians at no time believed that there 
was strong prospect for her recovery. 
At the hospital Mrs. Lehr expressed 
regret that she had not died at once, 
declaring that she had nothing to live 
for. 
The husband and a daughter are 


the only immediate relatives surviv- 
ing.vtraeral services will be held from 
the residence Wednesday afternoon at 
2:30 
o'clock.

Figures Gathered in Chica- 


go Show Women Live 


Twice as Long. 


Chicago, Aug. 5.—The strenuous 


life is killing the men of Chicago at 
a tremendous rate, while the women 
of the city are increasing their longev- 
ity by the simple life. 


In the official health bulletin yes- 


terday Health Commissioner Evans 
declares that a few centuries will see 
Chicago and Adamless Eden. 


Dr. Evans draws 
hi- conclusions 


from the death rate in Chicago for 
twenty years, and particularly in the 
last s'even months, when five mem- 
bers of the stronger sex died for every 
two of the fairer. 


Dr. Evans makes the startling state- 


ment that during the last seven 
months of 1907 in Chicago about, 12,- 
000 men succumbed as compared to 
8,000 women. 


He says that, in the last year the 


ratio of difference in the death rate 
between men and women has been 
thirty as against less 
than 
10 per 


cent, twenty years ago. 


The cause for this is attributed by 


the physician to the strenuous life. 
Contributory causes 
are 
the quick 


lunch, constant exposure and careless- 
ness. 


"The men," he says, "are living at 


a rate that is 30 per cent, faster than 
that of the women. They work hard- 
er. They take less care of themselves 
than of their wives and daughters. 
They court danger. 
They dissipate 


more, '''hey exhibit a carelessness be- 
gotten of familiarity with danger." 


The remedy, according to an emi- 


nent physician, lies in the return to 
the simple life of OUT fathers.

ish girl, lies

at

Her body, bruised and cut, 


bears evidences of brutal 
mistreat- 


ment. At the hospital, with a mortal 
wound in his abdomen and his head a 
mass of bruises, lies Abraham Gordon, 
a young traveling man from Indianap- 
olis. 


Held on suspicion by the authorities 


at Dayton are James. Jacob and Ber- 
tha Markowitz, brothers and sister of 
the dead girl. 


This was the situation today in a 


very complex murder case and one in 
which brutality and cruelty rivals the 
fate of pretty Dona Gilrnan, whose 
pitiful end was reached but. a very 
short distance from where this latest 
crime occurred. 


Anna Markowitz. like Dona Gil- 


man, was mistreated. 
But in this 


latest case there is not that complete 
absence of clews which has made the 
Oilman case one of deepest mysteries 
of this section. 


Sunday, 
Abraham 
Gordon, some 


times known as Cohan, went out 
walking along a lonely road near the 
National Soldiers' home. He was ac- 
companied by Anna Markowitz and 
her younger sister. Bertha. 
They 


had walked to a lonely spot when 
the 
crime 
was 
committed. 
Two 


stories, widely cliff«rsnt in their inti- 
mations, are told. What took place 
has up to this time not been clearly 
developed. 
The 
story 
of 
Bertha 


when she rushed breathless and ter- 
ror-stricken to the soldiers' home, was 
that while her sister, Young Gordon 
and herself were strolling along a se- 
cluded path, a highwayman slipped 
unheard behind Gordon and struck 
him with a blackjack. 


Gordon, she said, turned about and 


as he did so the highwayman shot 
him in the stomach. 


As Gordon fell, she says, the man 


made a dash for either herself or her 
sister. 
She ran screaming from the 


scene in terror, leaving her oldest sis- 
ter Anna to her fate. Bertha said she 
did not stop until she got to the sol- 
diers' home, 
where she 
gave the 


alarm. 


The sheriff was notified and a posse 


formed. 
When they 
-Cached the 


spot of the crime they found Gordon 
almost dead. A trail showed where 
Anna had been dragged. 
They fol- 


lowed the beaten down path and came 
upon the body of the girl lying in tha 
weeds. The clothing had been aearly 
torn from the body. There were evi- 
dences of a fearful struggle and an as- 
sault. 
The 
girl 
was 
dean 
from 


strangulation. 
. The MarkowiU brothers and Bertha 
later called at police headquarters to 
see what had been learned about the 
crime. 
Questioned the brothers are 


said to have admitted that their moth- 
er objected to further attentions be- 
ing paid by Gordon, to Anna. 
The 


brothers would not deny that they 
had followed their sisters, Anna and 
Bertha, into the woods -when 'they 
went •with Gordon.

assaults in which four men were kill- 
ed 
and another fatally 
wounded,

tims in the affairs were: 


Fusario Rocco, found on the door- 


step of his home, 129 Austin avenue, 
with two stiletto wounds in his body. 
He had been instanly killed by the 
knife thrusts, both of which went en- 
tirely through his lungs. 


Edward Smith, a policeman, living 


at. 667 Warren avenue, was shot and 
killed by

unknown man while 


walking a short distance from 
his 


house. 


The police late in the day arrested 


Mrs. Laura Nightingale, of 525 Park 
avenue. 
She said that Smith was a 


frequent caller at her house and that 
another man had repeatedly made 
threats against him for doing so. She 
gave the officers the name of this 
man and it. is believed that he will ba 
arrested within a short time. 


John L. Barbour, 2SO Thirty-second 


street, was found dead on the Illi- 
nois Central tracks, fifty feet north of 
the Thirty-first street suburban sta- 
tion. 
The head had been cut off by 


a passing train and was found 100 
feet down the track. 
It is believed 


that Harbour committed suicide, hut 
there are circumstances that maka 
this doubtful. 


John Naughton, 3736 Lower avenue, 


died in the hospital after being as- 
saulted by three strangers at Thirty- 
seventh street and Lake avenue. 


William Donivan is dying in the 


County hospital from a bullet wound 
in the abdomen. .Donovan was found 
in a basement at 44 S Hermitage ave- 
nue and snid he had been robbed by 
three men. one of whom shot him 
when he attempted to resist.

oil In the popular mind, has typified 
depredatory commercialism and has 
stood as the symbol of monopoly. 
All its misdeeds are hot known, but 
enough of them are known to thor- 
oughly settle in the public mind the 
conviction that it has been a ruthless, 
lawless business organization 
that 


stopped at no means to gain and hold 
a monopoly of the petroleum, business 
of the country. For years it escaped 
an accounting with the law. It dic- 
tated 
legislation, 
overawed 
courts 


and evaded the clutches o£ the great 
federal government itself. 
It has 


been brought to book. 
The largest 


monetary 
penalty 
ever 
assessed 


against an individual or a corporation 
has been adjudged the penalty the 
monopoly muse pay for some fourteen 
hundred specific violations of a law 
in Its relations with two railroads. 
The penalty is as large as the war In- 
demnity in many cases exacted from 
conquered nations. Yet it is none too 
large if the government is fullj- in 
earnest in its announced purpose to 
break up the criminal operations of 
monopoly.

upon the scene saved Gotham from 
the disgrace of a lynching in the 
street. Meanwhile the police appear 
to be less than ever able to cope with 
the dreadful situation and there is 
talk of appeal to the governor. If 
this 
remarkable series of crimes 


much longer continues the deeds of a 
frenzied populace in its mad efforts 
to correct the evils that are shocking 
humanity will be fruitful of as many 
horrors as the criminals who are 
baffling detection.

fear and not a spirit of obedience to 
the laws is the motive behind such 
saloon-closing as there has been on 
Sundays.

Fresh Report. 


Washington, D. C.. Aug. 5.—Follow- 


ing close on the track of the $29,240,- 
000 fine imposed by Judge Landis in 
Chicago on the Standard Oil company 
for violation of the Elkins raw in un- 
lawfully swelling its profits by ac- 
cepting secret rebates from the Chi- 
cago and Alton railroad, significant 
revelations were made public yester- 
day in a report submitted to Presi- 
dent Roosevelt 
by Herbert Knox 


Smith, commissioner of corporations, 
concerning 
the 
operations of 
the 


Standard company. 


In a previous report the means and 


methods of the Standard were ex- 
plained. 
The present 
report sets 


forth the results of those methods 
and the effect they have had on the 
consumer of oil and on the profits of 
the Standard Oil company. It deals 
with profits and price, showing just 
how the manipulation of the oil In- 
dustry by the. Standard has affected 
the pocketbook of the American peo- 
ple. 


Used Power to Squeeze Public. 
Commissioner Smith says: 
"The Standard Oil company is re- 


sponsible for the course of prices of 
petroleum and its products during 
the 
last 
twenty-five years. 
The 


Standard has consistently used its 
power to raise the price of oil during 
the last ten years not only absolute- 
ly but also relatively to the cost of 
crude oil. 


"The Standard has claimed that it 


has reduced the price of oil; that it 
has been a benefit to the consumer; 
and that only a great 
combination 


like the Standard could have fur- 
nished oil at the prices that have pre- 
vailed. 
Each one of these claims Is 


disproved by this report. 


"The increase in annual profits of 


the Standard from 1896 to 1904 was 
over $27,000,000. The total dividends 
paid by the Standard from 18S2 to 
1906, 
were 
$551,922,904, 
averaging 


thus 24.15 per cent per year. 
The 


dividends, however, were much less 
than the total earnings. It Is sub- 
stantially certain that the entire net 
earnings" of the Standard from 1S82 to 
190G were at least ?790,000,000 and 
possibly much more. 


"These enormous profits have been 


based on an investment worth at the 
time of its original acquisition not 
more than $75,000,000." 


Unfair Methods Exposed. 


In his letter to President Roosevelt, 


transmitting 
the 
report, 
Commis- 


sioner Smith says: 


"The following facts ' are proven: 


The Standard has not reduced mar- 
gins during the period in which it has 
been responsible for the prices of oil. 
During the last eight years covered 
by this report (1898 to 1905) it has 
raised both prices and margins. 


"Its domination has not been ac- 


quired or maintained by its superior 
efficiency, but by unfair competition 
and by methods economically and 
morally unjustifiable. 


"The Standard has superior effici- 


ency in running its own business; It 
has an equal efficiency in destroying 
the business of competitors. It keeps 
for itself the profits of the first, and 
adds to these the monopoly profits se- 
cured by the second. 


"Its profits are far above the high- 


est possible standard of a reasonable 
commercial return, and have been 
steadily increasing. 


"Finally, the history of this great 


industry is a history of the persist- 
ent use of the worst industrial meth- 
ods, the exacting of exorbitant prices 
from the consumer and the securing 
of extensive profits for the 
small 


group of men who, over a long series 
of years, have thus dominated the 
business." 


In a .few days another section of 


the report will be made public, set- 
ting forth the importance of price dis- 
crimination in restraining the busi- 
ness of competitors and augmenting 
the profits of the Standard. 


"Margins" Used to Fill Coffers. 
The report, in part, is as follows: 
"The investigation of prices of pe- 


troleum in the United States shows 
two conspicuous facts:

Pennsylvania crude oil and the price 
of each of its four principal products 
increased greatly from 1S97 or 1S9S 
to 1903 and 1904. The average margin 
between crude and 
illuminating oil 


was 5.3 cents in 1S9S and 7.1 cents in 
1903, 
an increase of 1.8 cents. 
The 


;asoline margin increased 
from 5.2 


cents in 1898 to 9.2 cents in 1903. The 
lubricating oil margin 
Increased be- 


tween the same years from 10.7 to 13.7 
cents, and for paraffin wax from 26.9 
to 31.9 cents. 
The margin in each 


case, except paraffin wax, was highest 
in 1903. 


"The weighted average margin for 


the four classes of products combined 
was 6.5 cents in 1898 and 8.8 cents in 
1903, 
an increase of 2.3 cents. 
The 


weighted combined margin was lowest 
in the second half of 1898, 6.3 cents, 
and highest in the first half of 1903, 
8.9 cents. 


Coal Famine "a Blessing." 


"The year 1903 marks the culmina- 


tion of the profits of the Standard Oil 
company on its domestic business, and 
on its total domestic and foreign busi- 
ness as well. 


'The anthracite coal strike of 1902 


caused a shortage of->-fuel, which led 
to an increased consumption of illum- 
inating oil for fuel purposes during 
the winter of 1902-'03. The price of 
illuminating oil rose greatly at this 
time and drew the prices of other pro- 
ducts with it, and to a less extent that 
of crude oil. 


The occasion for these high prices 


soon ceased, but though there was 
some decline during the summer of 
1903 
there was another marked ad- 


vance toward the close of the year, 
particularly In illuminating oil, the 
most important product. The Stand- 
ard appears to have taken advantage 
of the precedent established the pre- 
ceding winter to excuse an extraordi- 
nary high level of prices. 


Few Cents >ie!d Millions. 


"Th:> marked advance in the margin 


between the price of crude oil and 
the price of ita products in the domes- 
tic market has greatly increased the 
profits of the Standard Oil company on 
its domestic business."

Standard's Claims Untenable. 


In discussing the real sources of 


the 
Standard's 
power, 
the 
report 


says: 


"The representatives and defenders 


of the Standard Oil company, as a 
correlative 
of 
their 
unwarranted 


claim that it has been the cause of 
the reduction 
in prices, makes the 


further claim 
that the 
Standard's 


domination of the industry today is 
due to the fact that it furnishes 
products at reasonable prices, and 
that the less 
efficient 
independent 


concerns are unable to extend their 
business because they cannot afford 
to sell eo cheaply." 


Government is Defied. 


In refuting the claim the commis- 


sioner says that the Standard takes 
advantage of its 
competitors by re- 


fusing to transport 
oil through its 


pipe lines or by charging exorbitant 
rates for the service, in defiance of 
federal law; that railroad discrimina- 
tion and secret rebates added to the 
illegal advantages held by the mon- 
opoly; and, further, that the Standard, 
by bogus independent concerns, hood- 
w'inked the public into buying "trust" 
goods at prices deliberately put down 
beyond the reach of its honest com- 
petitors. 


Spying System is Charged. 


In concluding his report the com- 


missioner arraigns the oil company as 
follows: 


"Thus, the Standard maintains bo- 


gus

Herman Mackwitz Presents 


Seme Sesolutions at 


Indianapolis. 


Indianapolis. Aug. 5.—At the annual 


German day exercises at 
Germania 


park yesterday Herman Mackwitz, of 
Fort Wayne, submitted a series of 
resolutions in favor of personal lib- 
erty and against the enforcement of 
laws tending to interfere with that 
liberty. The resolutions demand that 
members of the Staatverband require 
candidates 
to 
pledge 
themselves 


against the enactment of oppressive 
laws and the repeal of such laws as 
are regarded in that light. The reso- 
lutions concede "the growth 
of 
a 


tendency to enact oppressive laws and 
calls upon Germans everywhere to 
combat the growing movement." The 
resolutions were adopted. 


An echo of the fight between prohi- 


bition and a "liberal" construction of 
the liquor laws of the state was heard 
when Gustav Donald, editor of the 
Der Demokrat at 
Davenport, Iowa, 


who was the principal orator, admon- 
ished the big audience to see to it 
that too many saloons do not engage 
in business. 


"We should see 
to it," he said, 


"that a saloon is a saloon and that a 
refreshment place is a refreshment 
place. We should try to prevent a 
drug store from being a secret saloon. 


j j "The Germans," continued Mr. Don- 


ald, "are not in accord with the Sun- 
day liquor laws, yet they should not 
jo to extremes. They are not In ac- 
cord with the Sunday liquor laws, not 
because they drink, but because they 
firmly believe that all these laws are 
against the spirit of the "United States 
constitution. 
Mankind did very well 


under the 
original 
ten 
command- 


ments, but sixty years 
ago in New 


England they, invented an eleventh 
commandment. That was 'You shall 
not drink strong drink.' The Germans 
do not believe in this self-constructed 
law and they firmly believe that to 
make the state the conformer of -the 
liquor laws is against the spirit of the 
constitution." 


Mr. Mackwitz Speaks, 


An address delivered by Hermann 


Mackwitz, vice president, of Fort 
Wayne, dealt with the saloon prob- 
lem. 


"While the German people," he said, 


"are not for absolute prohibition, they 
are in favor^of some restrictions being 
placed upon the trade, and urge the 
closing of all places that can be called 
dives or disreputable saloons." 


He spoke of the conditions in the 


old country in comparison with those 
in America as regards the saloons and 
drinking places, saying that the Amer- 
icans could learn something of the 
manner of • conducting an orderly sa- 
loon from the Germans. He said that 
there were many, saloons here that 
were conducted in an entirely proper 
manner, but that some of them.were 
not a credit to any city.or town."
